The President is asking the 


chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, Earle G. Wheeler, to stay 
on in (hat post for an extra 
year. His term normally would, 
expire July 2. 


This will require a congres- 


sional resolution. 


Johnson said that in order to 


have a smooth transition all the 
way around 
in 'the military 


shifts, Adm. U.S. Grant Sharp, 
commander in chief of the Pa- 
cific, will be asked to remain on 
from May 1 to July 2 when other 
changes take effect.

Murphy said he doesn't be- 


lieve Rockefeller's decision will 
change Ihe stance of California 
Gov.

son. He has left his name on the 
ballot in the Wisconsin, Nebras- 
ka and Oregon primaries but 
has said he will not campaign in 
these states.

with Nixon," Murphy said.

HARRISBURG (AP) - The

'— Massive resignations, as 


there were in Florida. 


'— Withholding of all extra-

"— National sanctions under 


which teachers would be asked 
nol to accept employment in 
this state."

cided to resign," Novotny wrote 
in a letter to the National As- 
sembly. "I have taken this deci- 
sion after careful consideration, 
proceeding from the present sit- 
uation in this country and also 
from the aim to help the further

our 
Socialist 


country by my step." 


With his announcement came 


approval by the Communist Pol- 
itburo of an action program to 
rehabilitate 30,000 victims of 
Stalinism, and a call from the 
country's highest Roman Catho- 
lic prelate for restoration of full 
religious freedom. 


The appeal by Bishop Franti- 


sek To'masek asked rehabilita- 
tion of all barred nuns and cler- 
gymen, including Josef Cardinal 
Beran, archbishop of Prague 
now in Rome after secret nego- 
tiations freed him from 17 years 
confinement in 1965. Beran, 79, 
was reported willing to return. 


Prague radio carried immedi- 


ate bulletins on Novolny's resig- 
nation. In a nation of 15 million, . 
including many who viewed No- 
votny as the personification of 
its years without freedom, there 
were frequent expressions of re- 
lief.

Planning and zoning are among the most complex 


and most misunderstood developments that have been 
felt, within various governmental structures in recent 
years. 


These two necessary divisions of growth must be

and discussed. For some reason, they couldn't study 
and discuss the issue with the news media present. 


We were told that no action would be taken from 


this meeting. But, the fact remains that the action when 
taken will be as a result of Thursday's session. 


The only way planning and zoning can be successful 


is to have a well informed public. Thus information 
must be made public, especially when it stems from 
decisions 
made by elected 
officials meeting in a 


governmental office, supported by the public.

the man to watch is Dr. Walt Rostow, one 
of 
President Johnson's chief 
foreign policy 


makers. 


Already his wide-ranging influence on the 


growing war debate is being felt in all three 
political camps. 


In his present key position as special assistant 


to the President for national security affairs, 
Rostow has tremendous impact on United States 
Vietnam policy, since he tightly controls Ihe 
flow of intelligence and policy papers to and 
from the President and is in charge of originating 
new ides on how the war should be controlled. 
He was an architect of the administration's policy 
of "gradual escalation" and "limited response." 


Rostow also has close personal ties In the 


Kennedy and McCarthy camps and is known 
to be in constant contact with their foreign 
policy advisers. 


Hostow, for instance, was influential in the 


development of the blue ribbon commission on 
Vietnam proposal and the backstage maneuvering 
to get President Johnson to consider it. 


Prom the inside 


According to certain administration insiders, 


the original idea for the commission came from 
a proposal drafted by Dr. Rostow and Carl 
Kaysen, director of the Institute for Advanced 
Studies at Princeton and a former White House 
associate of Rostow and one of those proposed 
by Kennedy to serve on the panel to study 
changes in Vietnam policy. 


After 
Kaysen 
succeeded 
in selling 
the 


commission concept to Robert Kennedy, these 
insiders narrated, Rostow arranged for former 
White House Counsel Theodore Sorensen, one 
of Kennedy's chief advisers, to explore the idea 
with President Johnson. 


Rostow then helped influence the President, 


during the White House meeting, to have Defense 
Secretary Clark Clifford discuss the proposal 
further with Sorensen and Kennedy. 


After the Clifford meeting was set, Rostow 


contacted Richard Goodwin, another White House 
aide under Kennedy and Johnson, now serving 
as an adviser to McCarthy. In their conversation, 
Rostow got Goodwin to agree to get McCarthy's 
endorsement of the commission proposal if the 
President accepted it. 


Since the President rejected it, McCarthy 


was not asked to make any statement. When 
a Johnson aide leaked the story that the proposal 
came from Kennedy, the New York senator 
issued his statement that the commission idea 


Paul Scott 


was explored, "in Clifford's words, not as a 
proposal by either of us." 


Neither Clifford nor Kennedy have given any 


public clue where the commission idea originated. 


Kennedy link 


Rostow, one of the few Johnson aides that 


Kennedy has never publicly or privately blasted, 
has had a very close relationship with the New 
York senator since they first met during the 
1960 election. Both served as advisers to the 
late President Kennedy. 


While President Johnson appointed Hostow 


to his present White House position, it was Robert 
Kennedy, as attorney general, who originally 
cleared the way for Rostow to come into the 
government as a top policy maker in the Kennedy 
Administration. 


He stepped in after Otto Otepka, a former 


career Stale Department security officer, had 
refused 
to 
grant 
Roslow 
an 
"emergency 


clearance" for a high State Department post 
in 1961, as described in an Otepka brief filed 
recently before a departmenl hearing officer. 


Robert Kennedy, then altorney general, took 


the matter out of Otepka's hands and President 
Kennedy appointed 
Rostow as a deputy to 


Presidential Assistant McGeorge Bundy. 
Clearance for this posl was obtained through 
another security officer. 


• 
Rostow later 
was 
shifted 
to 
the 
State 


Departmenl, where he became chairman of the 
powerful Policy Planning Council, whch prepares 
foreign guidelines for the National Security 
Council, Ihe government's highest policy planning 
group, 


Otepka's brief also indicated that Roslow 


had had clearance withheld under the Eisenhower 
Administration by the Air Force and Ihe Central 
Intelligence Agency. 


Otepka, after reporting the 1961 Rostow 


incident to the Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee, was relieved of his position and 
demoted. With the full backing of all memers 
of the subcommiltee, he is now appealing his 
case before the Civil Service Commission. 


Roslow, who served in the Office of Strategic 


(OSS) during World War II, has vigorously 
opposed 
any U.S. military action to close 


Haiphong Harbor, through which Norlh Vietnam 
receives more than 85 per cent of all her military 
supplies. In contrast, Rostow has constantly 
recommended that Ihe number of American 
troops in Vietnam be increased. 


In his public and private speeches, Rostow 


has taken the position that the Vietnam war 
will be won or lost in the U.S.—a decision 
that he apparently hopes to influence.

Congressmen should be forgiven for barely being 
able to keep from throwing crockery at the 
bureacrats involved in the "Big Dish" experiment 
in Sugar Grove.W. Va. The number of dollars 
wasted on this radio telescope project is only 
slightly less than the number of stars visible 
in the heavens on a clear night. 


It kind of shakes you when you realize that 


the government spent $64 million on this idea 
before deciding that it was impractical and 
discontinuing it in 1962. You would think that 
somewhere along the line, long before blowing 
$64 million, the government would have had 
a twinkle of an idea that the observatory plan 
had gone wrong. 


However, while taking no little abuse, the 


government came up with a way to save face, 
if not its $64 million. About a week after the 
"Big Dish" contract was cancelled, the Navy 
suddenly discovered that' its long-range radio 
station at Cheltenham, Md., was experiencing 
"serious, electronic interference." 


Move authorized 


That Cheltenham for years seemed to be 


having no interference problem — until a need 
to utilize the Sugar Grove site <came along — 
was not lost on observers. Nevertheless, Defense 
Secretary Robert McNamara 
immediately 


authorized the spending of $3.8 million to move 
the Maryland radio station to West Virginia. 


Only then did the Defense Department engage 


a firm to see if the West Virginia site would 
have interference, too. This firm reported that 
the West Virginia site.was "superior" to the 
Maryland one, although it wasn't positive about 
it. 


At this point the Navy began resisting the 


move 
to 
West 
Virginia. 
The 
Navy 
said 


interference in Maryland wasn't all that bad 
and, besides, there would be greater electronic 
problems in West Virginia. 


This angered the Defense Department and it 


lashed back by giving another firm one million 
dollars for yet another study of the two sites. 
This study said that the West Virginia s'ite wasn't 
any better than the Maryland site and that 
the Maryland site was pretty good. 


As it stands, the Navy's radio station is 


still going to be moved and the various plans, 
studies, surveys, etc., have cost $5.6 million, 
on top of $64 million down the drain in the 
abandoned "Big Dish" scheme. The Government 
Accounting Office said the move itself will cost 
about $16.5 million. 


So, we are moving a radio station which 


needn't be moved and wasting some $22 million 
in order to justify the waste of $54 million. 
And people ask why I love Washington.

He has had a 
major league tongue since the 
day he came into the game. 


Sometimes it obscures what 


is very possibly the best 25- 
year-old talent in the game. He 
never finishes higher than 
eighth in the Most-Valuable- 
Player balloting,1 but there is 
little doubt he is the MVP of 
the Angels.

OUTDOOR VINES: Now's a 


good time lo be thinking about 
planting hardy vines to cover 
unsightly walls, buildings and 
objects. I'm often asked for the 
time of a few good vines for 
screening effect. 


My nomination for the fastest 


growing vine will grow 
anywhere from 12 to 2fl feet 
a year and it's such a grower 
you have to keep it controlled 
or it will cover 
an 
entire 


garage. 


It'll need some sort of wire 


or trellis for encouragement, 
since it twines rather than 
sticks by adhesive discs, as 
other vines do. Silver Fleece 
vine produces large leaves, with 
thousands of foamy-white 
flowers from midsummer 
to 


late fall. 


Another good suggestion is 


the Trumpet creeper (Bignonia 
radicans). It has orange red 
blossoms, is hardy and will 
grow anywhere. It does not 
cover as silver lace does, but 
is more manageable.

Bittersweet, Dutchman's pipe, 
h o n e y s u c k l e , c l i m b i n g 
hydrangea, purple wisteria, to 
name a few good ones.
